Probably we already have enough 
milling machinery to make all the flour we need. If 
not. we could eaaily build four times as many mills. 
We should never be unable to build more mills until 
we bud no unemployed men to set to work. And, if 
we had no unemployed men to set to work, we should 
liave. for the tist time in the history of tlie world, a 
completely happy nation. 

Do yoti doubt any of tliese atatementa! How can 
you dotiht them? We have the men. We havtythe 
materials. The only trouble ^s that thev’ are kept apart. 
They are kept apart berause a Tew men eoutrol things 
and will not allow men and material to come together 
unless that means a protit for the few men. We So- 
eialmts' purpose to put them together. If they were 
put together, how much longer do you believe the 
people would have to shiver in winter for lack of 
woolen clothing? There is no serret about raising 
sheep. We have vast areas upon wliich'we eould raise 
more than we hIihU ever need. Kvvu a concern like the 
Woolen Trust—Ihe head of which has just been in¬ 
dicted for conspiring to ‘■plant” dynamite at Lawrence 
to lu'smirch tlic strikers—even aueli s eoneem.enables 
some of us to wear wool in tlie winter time. How many 
more, do you believe would wear wool if the United 
States government were to take the place of thia oon- 
ceni us a manufacturer of' woolen goods? Do you 
believe anybody would lie cnmpelleil to suffer from cold 
for lark of woolen olotliiug? How can you so believe? 
The govrrnmrut, if necessary, could build four woolen 
mills for every one tliat exists. The government eonld 
not fail to supply fhe people’s needs. And. with ail 
goods sold St coat, prices would be so low that the 
people eould buy.

Every Htate cuutains 
enough clay and other materials to build enough 
houses to cover the whole country. If Lite five niilliuns 
of men who have been out of work since the ]>anic 
of 1907 could have been employed at house-builiiing, 
they tiiemselves would not only have been prosperous, 
but the American people would have been boused as 
they had never been house»l before.

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Labor Today Growing Too Wise to Be Fooied with Tariff Scares 


Britain are due to free trade when, in fact, we find the same conditioni 
ii> the United States, with its excessively high protective duties. It if 
not a fiscal system as our contemporary imagii.es, but the existiiif 
Order of society which it is indicting. 

The indictment brought against the inequalities of fortunes found 
in England is an indictment of capitalism, as found in the exploita¬ 
tion of labor in the production and'distribution of goods, and of 
ieu'dalism, as found in the exploitation of the agriculturists by the 
landed gentry. 

Protective tariffs could serve only to aggravate the exploitation 
of*fhe workers. If our industries had been built on a free trade basis, 
It would be the height of folly for the workers to expect to better 
their condition by the adoption of a protective tariff.

The free air of life. th« breadth and 
opennese of nations! unity, are not 
felt by the nobility, who If unem¬ 
ployed tn the public etr\ice arc Iso¬ 
late from the people by living on 
great estates In the country; If em¬ 
ployed. ere yet separated from the real 
life of ihe nation by caste, which 
reigns throughout the army and th t 
administration- The principle of 
caste dwarfs and weakens and causes 
decay. Count Bemtetorf remarks In 
this connection: 

'*The activity of the German noble¬ 
man, however real. Is acteally stum'd. 
Two careers are open to these gentle¬ 
men of blue blood—the army and the 
administration of the Government. 
But no sooner do noblemen take pos¬ 
session of high ofllee In the army and 
the administration than castes are cre¬ 
ated. esMes which cut them off from 
contract with, the German people, its 
life. Its labor and Its hopes. The gen¬ 
eral result Is that those nobles who 
work In public employments remain 
Isolated In ihelr prldv. each In hie 
ofUclal envlionmeot. while those who 
have exchanged Berlin for t^e coiintr>’ 
remain equally isolated on their es- 
tfitea Neither of tlies«* two class** 
realty mingle in the current life of 
Germany: lhe>' do not breathe th* 
open air. the outside air, which gives 
life and health." 

Those who have broken through the 
arlstoretle traditions of caste have 


failed to make any Impression on 
others of their order and have paid 
the penalty of their caring experiment 
In other weya The Count answers 
that: 

"There are. of course, exceptions to 
the case of thuee who are thus encios- 
ed'in tne Iron bonds of caste. Certain 
genuine princes of Germany have 
wished as ordinary people do and ex¬ 
actly like the slmph- heroine of the 
melodrama to live their os'n life.' 
They ha\’e gone Into buslneM. Into 
some vast business coni^ern, for the 
word business, despised by the noMlI- 
ty.

But they levaiiably make a failure of 
IL They lose a great iImiI of money, 
which Is not the moat important feat¬ 
ure of the matter. The> eacriAce nlsk» 
Ihelr prestige, a serious matter for 
noblemen, and they Induce no one to 
follow thelf example." 

They must then, declares the Couni,. 
set themselves to Ihe w*urk of the 
country* as the sou means of self- 
preservation. But they piefer ihe di¬ 
lettante life to that of u-fnerchant iir a 
profeesi'kr of learning. Th*) prefer a 
life of sport or trifling.
